BAIQUIRI, CUBA, HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF INVASION, June 24.— 
The American Army will soon occupy Santiago. The advance guard of Gen. 
Shafter’s corps to-day occupies Juragua, seven miles from Morro Cut at the 
mouth of Santiago harbor. 

As the army advances the Spaniards desert their outposts, and it - plainly 
evident that Gen. Linares, the Spanish commander, will make no determined re- 
sistance outside the defense of Santiago. 

Present indications are that the advance column of Gen. Shafter’s army will be 
in front of the earthworks of Linares’ command to-morrow. 

It is probable that the first battle will take place in capture of the forts on the 
east side of the harbor entrance. 


PUSHING ON TO SANTIAGO. 


WITH THE ARMY OF INVASION, JURAGUA, CUBA, SEVEN MILES 
FROM MORRO CASTLE, June 24—The advance of the American army has 
reached the edge of the table land in which the harbor of Santiago” de Cuba lies. 
Here, seven miles from Morro Castle, as the crow flies, the main body of the troops 
are waiting the next movement. The Spaniards may attempt a surprise, but a de- 
cistve engagement is not expected for several days. Gen. Lawton’s Brigade, which 
rested last night at Demajaybo. four miles west of Baiquiri, resumed its march at 
daylight. Before noon his brigade, consisting ot the 22d Infantry, the Ist Infantry, 
the 2d Massachusetts Volunteers, with companies of the 8th Cavalry, half of the 
4th Cavalry and several companies of the 25th colored cavalry, occupied Jaragua, 
five miles beyond, and the American flag was hoisted there. 

The Spaniards retired before the advance, which was covered by Cuban skirmish- 
ers, burning the blockhouses as they went. 

Col. Wagner. with a small reconoitering detachment of about 40 men, brushed 
against the flank of a retreating Spanish column 200 strong, at Firmezaz. A dozen 
shots were fired by the Spaniards, as Col. Wagner fell back. Before Gen. Lawton 


could bring up the 22d, the vanguard regiment, the Spaniards retreated westward. 

Juragua was abandoned by Gen. Linares and 1200 Spanish troops with such 
haste that they had no time to burn the town, though an ineffectual attempt was 
made to destroy the. locomotives of the railroad and the rolling stock. Gen. 
Linares retreated to Sevilla, six miles west of Juragua, by road, and nine miles 
from Santiago de Cuba. 

A detachment of 170 Cubans, under Col. Aguirra, had a skirmish with the 
Spanish rear guard. The Cubans lost two men killed and seven men wounded. The 
Spanish loss is not known.

MADRID, June %.—The debate in 
Chamber of Deputies yesterday, on the Phil- 
ippine question was marked by great dis- 
order. Senor Romero y Robledo, the Con- 
servative leader, attacked Gen. Polavieja, 
the former Minister of War, for treating 
with Aguinaldo, the Insurgent leader, and 
was interrupted with shouts of “That is un- 
true.”’ A scene of the greatest confusion fol- 
lowed and the sitting was suspended. When 
business was resumed Senor Robledo con- 
tinued his remarks. He asked if the Gov- 
ernment desired war or peace. If peace, he 
added, Spain had better negovlate directly 
with the United States, ag the powers would 
demand a broker’s commission in case they 
intervened, He exhorted all present to for- 
get pheir part * quarrels and remember «hat 
they are Spaniards. 

In the course of his speech Senor Rob- 
ledo censured the Minister of Marine and 
Admiral Cervera, accusing the Minister of 
having granted unpatriotic § interviews. 
Capt. Aunon defended the navy. He said 
Senor Robledo’s remarks were insulting, 
and he characterized the published reports 
of interviews with him as being ‘“‘distor- 
tions.” : 

In consequence of the last statement, the 
reporters left the Chamber of Deputies and 
only returned at the close of the Minister’s 
speech, which concluded with the an- 
noeuncement that Admiral Camara was on 
way to the Philippines to defend the 
Spanish flag. 

Another uproar was occasioned by Senor 
Salmeron, Republican leader, 
an attempt to close the debate. 
exclaimed: “It is an outrage,” and was 
commencing an attack on the monarchy 
when his volce was drowned by cries from 
all parts of the house.

A Very Interesting Chapter in the 
Story of a Gigantic Street 
Railway Com« 
bine.

The People’s Rallway went into the hands 
of a receiver over a year ago. The true 
story of how the road was wrecked by a 
combination espectally formed for that pur- 
pose was not told until Friday morning, 
when the whole scheme was related in detail 
in an amended answer filed in the suit of 
Rumsey vs. the People’s Railway. 

The answer begins by telling how the Peo- 
ple’s Railway had upon its property certain 
deeds of trust to secure issues of bonds. 
One of these.mortgages was known as the 
third and was made to C. C. Maffitt as 
trustee. 

One of the h@viest creditors of the road 
was John A. Roebling Sons Co., cf which 
F. W. Roebling of Trenton, N. J., was the 
principal officer. This bill was at the time 
spoken of $84,000. 

In September or October, 1896, the docu- 
men: says, Charles Green, L. M. Rumsey, 
l’. W. Roebling, Thomas ¢<. Barr of Orange, 
N.. d Ond E. Moore of Philadelphia, 
formed themselves into a syndicate to get 
possession of the People’s Railway and 
the Fourth Street and Arsenal Railway, 
which were operated under practically the 
same management, 

It was agreed by Green and the syndi- 
cate that they should form a new corpora- 
tion, to be known as the People’s Traction 
Co., or a similar name, with a capital of 
$2.000,000 and a bond issue of the same 
amount; $1,050,000 of these bonds were to be 
used to purchase the bonds of the Péople’s 
Railway Co.. and the Fourth Street and 
Arsenal bonds. 

The sum of $4530.00 of bonds was to be 
given to the syndicate to pay the Roebling 
obligations. One million of stock and $450,- 
000 of bonds was to be given the syndicate 
to equip the new road. 

Rumsey, who owned bonds under the Maf- 
fitt deed of trust, was selected to lead the 
assault. So as to shut out all interference 
he was to ask for a foreclosure and sale 
under the third mortgage. Green, as presi- 
dent of_the road, was to make a pretended 
defense to the proceeding. but {fn reality 
help it along by negative procedure. It 
was agreed that in order to hold outsiders 
at bay the road should default on ita inter- 
est and continue to default, thus depreci- 
ating the property so that the syndicate 
could buy In the road at its own terms.
